Another National Park. 


As a National Park tht Yellowstone 


Reservation is not to be esteemed so 
much for present benefit as for what it 
will be to the people of the United 
States a century, or even fifty years, 
hence. The vast increase in popula- 
tion, the occupancy and utilization of 
rhnt seill remains of the public domain, 
and increased facilities for travel, will 
combine to make Yellowstone Park {or 
coming generations, in fact, as it is now 
in name, the pleasure-ground of a con- 
tinent. No sensible person disputes the 
sound policy of keeping it intact for the 
benefit of posterity; and now the Gov- 
ernment, says Frank Leslie, has made 
another move in the same direction, in 
the preliminary steps for the setting 
apart and establishment of another Na- 
tional Park by the withdrawal fruin 
settlement of Crater Lake. 'It is ot the 
very crest of th'e Cascade range of vol- 
canic meuntains by which Oregon is di- 
vided. If the Yellowstone region is but 
slightly known, Crater Lake may be 
said not to be known at all, so far as 
the masses of our citizens are concerned; 
yet as a natural phenomenon of unique 
and stupendous interest, it is unsurpass- 
ed by the manifold wonders of the Yel- 
lowstone. Crater Lake is described as 
the mouth of an extinct volcano, 6,300 
above the level of Ihe sea, sii and one- 
half miles long 'by five in width. 
The 


surface of tbe lake, which is higher than 
the tops ol the surrounding range, is in-> 
closed by a rim of cliffs rising from 
1,000 to 2,000 feet. The sensation of 
looking from thess cliffs down to tbe 
surface below can neither be imagined 
by one who has not seen it or described 
by one who has. 
There is nothing in 


Ihe whole range of natural wonders 
in the Old or New World to which it can 
b* compared. 
Tbe total area withdrawn 


fram settlement is 230,400 acres, or one- 
tenth that of Yellowxtone Park.
